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Highlights Of Trip 


To Guatemala 


Told By Dr. Summers at USDA Club Meet 


Dr. T. E. Summers, Patholo- 
gist for the U. S. Department 
cf Agriculture at the Everglades 
Experiment Station, spoke to 
the Everglades USDA Club 
luncheon meeting at the Canal 
Point Community Building, 
about his trip to Guatemala the 
earlier part of this year. Dr. 
Summers was sent to Guate- 
mala for six weeks by the Inter- 
national Cooperation Administ- 
ration to assist in setting up a 
kenaf program, 


The Republic of Guatemala 
lies south of Mexico in Central 
erica. On ti east, except 
r a few miles of coastline a- 
long the Atlantic Ocean, is Brit- 
Honduras. On the south- 
st is the Pacific Ocean and 
to the east and south are the 
Republic of Honduras and El 
Salvador. It comprises an area 
of approximately 42,000 square 
miles — about the size of Ten- 
nessee. 


Guatemala is mostly a moun- 
tainous country with numerous 
volcanoes. The climate varies 
by region. The lowlands on both 
coasts are hot and humid, with 
an average temperature of 80 
degree F.; the valley lowlands 
are excessively humid. The 
temperatures decrease with in- 
creasing altitude. The highlands 
have a constant temperature of 
70 degrees F. year round, 

“By and large, Guatemala is 
not a properous country,” said 
Dr. Summers. “There are no 
gold or silver mines. Living con- 
ditions are poor. Guatemala has 
highest illiteracy rate in Cent- 
ral America. The population, ap- 
proximately 3,300,000, consists 
of about 55 percent Indian, who 
are descendants of the ancient 
Mayas. The rest, outside of a 


small German settlement, are of | 


mixed Indian and Spanish blood 
Spanish is the national lang- 
uage. The Roman Catholic 
church is the prevailing reli- 
gion.” 

According to Dr. Summers, 
about 95 percent of the popula- 
tion is employed in agriculture. 
The soil is of volcano origin and 
fertile. Corn

tortillas. Coffee and bananas are 
the chief export crops. Cotton 
ranks third as an export, Sugar 
cane is also grown as are many 
vegetables, wheat and barley. 
Kenaf is grown around the vol- 
canoes, The Goodyear Company 
has rubber plantations, Guate- 
mala and Mexico enjoy a mon- 
opoly of le, used in the 
United States for the manufac- 
ture of chewing gum.
